That warning was issued recently by 
John V. Grimaldi, industrial safety di 
rector of the accident prevention de-

When the 
glass is shattered, cuts by fragments 
coated with beryllium salt may result in 
granuloma, a benign tumor of the skin.

placement. Care should be taken that 
the box does not protrude from the 
trash can or other receptacle in such a 
way as to be smashed easily 

The New York City health author- 
ities have adopted this list of precau- 
tions for disposing of burned-out la:nps 

Keep discarded tubes away from chil- 
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dren. Never break tubes or place them 
in incinerators. Deliver them directly to 
refuse collection trucks. 

Should a tube be broken, sweep up 
the fragments and wrap them in heavy 
paper. Never handle broken fragments 
without gloves. If cut by a broken tube, 
consult a doctor immediately. 

A safety pamphlet issued by the Asso- 
ciation of Casualty and Surety Com- 
panies lists precautions that should be 
taken by persons who must destroy the 
lamps in quantity. 

1. Goggles or other safeguards for the 
eyes should be worn to provide the 
greatest protection possible from flying 
glass. 

2. Sturdy gloves should be worn. 

3. Small numbers of lamps should be 
broken out of doors, preferably in a 
waste Container or in a waste disposal 
area, 

4. Operators should stand with the 
wind at their backs so that toxic dust 
and vapors are blown away from them 
Each operator, if possible, also should 
be equipped with an approved respira- 
tor 

5. Lamps also may be broken under 
water in a barrel or trough, so that dust 
does not enter the air and danger of 
flying glass is eliminated.

Balanced View 
S TARTING in this issue, The MODERN HOSPITAL 1s 
presenting a series of articles about hospitals and 
socialized medicine, based on a study of the operation 
of hospitals under the National Health Service which 
bccame effective in Great Britain last year. To gather 
material for these articles, one of our editors made a 
trip to England, where he visited a number of hospitals 
and talked to administrators, doctors, trustees, nurses, 
government officials and others about their problems 
today. 

The possibility that some form of socialized medicine 
may come in the United States has been with us con- 
stantly since the war ended; it is important for admin- 
istrators here to know what happens to hospitals in a 
nationalized health service system. Hospital trustees and 
auxiliary members, too, should know what the experi- 
ence of British hospitals has been; as the Volunteer 
Forum on page 88 of this issue points out, these groups 
can have no more important function than to help 
preserve our medical and hospital freedom. 

Readers who expect that the articles on British hos- 
pitals will condemn the whole British health service, 
however, will be as disappointed as those who are look- 
ing for arguments to support the socialist view. Our 
reporter has described what he saw and heard in Eng- 
land without bias on either side. Moreover, during his 
visit he deliberately sought out authorities of all political 
opinions and social philosophies, with the end in view 
of giving our readers a balanced evaluation of the facts 
that have emerged in the operation of the National 
Health Service. Journals which have presented only one 
side of the British experience, in our opinion, have un- 
derrated the intelligence and integrity of their readers. 

The MODERN HospITAL is opposed to the socializa- 
tion of medicine and the nationalization of hospitals in 
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orward 


the United States. In contrast with many of those with 
whom we share this position, however, we believe that 
the proponents of socialized medicine are, on the whole, 
as sincere and beneficent in purpose as its Opponents. 
We believe the interests of the nation will be served 
best by presenting both sides of this and other issues as 
fairly and dispassionately as possible and letting an in- 
formed public make its choice. To this principle, which 
is at the heart of the democratic process, we are more 


devoted than to any system of medical care. 


Counsel, Spare That Ax! 


HE ascendancy of the management counsel or ad- 

ministrative consultant in recent years has been a 
notable development in the hospital world as well as 
in business, where management engineering firms have 
proliferated and prospered, turning out reports by the 
mile and, on the whole, probably saving their clients 
more than they cost them. At a time when hospital 
boards generally are becoming aware of the unhappy 
tact that they are spending more than they take in and 
things are getting worse instead of better, the consult- 
ant’s appeal is understandably strong—and in many cases 
fully justified. 

In all this, however, there is a hazard. The fact is that 
in every hospital, as in every business, there is enough 
of illogic and inefficiency to permit a report that will 
condemn the management and make the consultant out 
a very shrewd article indeed. The administration of 
human affairs is never completely tidy, and the unscrup- 
ulous consultant can make a career out of exposing and 
exaggerating its inevitable untidiness. Reputable and 
moral counsel, on the other hand, will choose in many 
instances to pass over the occasional aberrations of an 
administration whose performance is generally good, 
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even when this policy may reduce the high shine on 
counsel itselt 

The interests of the hospital or business are usually 
served best by aiding the existing management to do a 
better job and avoiding the upheaval that comes with 
Wise counsel, like wise ownership, recognizes

that except in extreme cases there is little to be gained 


by replacing one administrator with another. Usually, 
this means trading one kind of untidiness for another 
and adding the heavy cost of turnover; all administrators 
are human beings 

Without exception, consultants bidding tor a contract 
will insist that they can serve themselves only by acting 
in the best interests of the client, but this is only partially 
true. There are times in every situation when the imme 
diate interest of the counsel and the ultimate interest 
of the client are in conflict. That is why the consultant's 
moral qualifications are even more important than his 
professional know ledge and skill, and why the selection 
of counsel is one of the hardest tasks the hospital trustee 


has to tace

There is ume to do the job right, and individual hos 
pital people can help tremendously to get it done. Every 
administrator should familiarize himself with the pro- 
posed legislation and should make it a personal obliga 
tion to see that trustees, doctors, auxiliary members and 


others connected with his hospital also know what the 
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bill seeks to accomplish and why it is desirable. Hospital 
trustees, especially, through their business and other 
organizational connections are in a favorable position 
to inform many different elements of the community. 

In discussing the bill with others, however, business 
men and doctors must be careful to avoid the kind of 
approach that would give their interest a class flavor 
and antagonize labor and farm groups. The canned 
speech prepared by some remote public relations Johnny 
invariably gives itself away and meets with indifference 
or Opposition. What is needed is a strong nucleus of 
hospital people who understand the issues and are keen 
to spread their understanding throughout the commu- 
nity. If administrators and trustees get busy now, a fair 
share of the letters that go to Congress about the Hill 
Bill next year will be written in pencil. That kind of 
mail gets read. 


Every Dollar Counts 
A SPEAKER at one of the recent hospital conven

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HOSPITALS UNDER 
SOCIALIZED MEDICINE 


WHAT HAPPENS TO HOSPITALS under a national health service? To get the 
answers to this question, which has vital significance for American hospital 
administrators today, The MODERN HOSPITAL sent its managing editor to 
England to study the effects on hospitals there of the National Health Service 
which became effective eleven months ago. The editor spent three weeks in 
England, visiting hospitals of all sizes and types in London and the provinces 
and interviewing administrators, board members, doctors, nurses, employes 
and patients—hundreds of people all told. He also discussed the health serv- 
ice and its attendant problems with a number of interested business execu- 
tives, government officials, economists and journalists in England. 

The results of these observations and interviews are reported in a series of 
articles of which this is the first. In presenting these articles the author asks 
MODERN HOSPITAL readers to remember that the success or failure of the 
British plan must be viewed against the background of British hospital and 
medical standards rather than our own. “Any conclusion one may reach about 
the British program does not necessarily apply to the United States,’’ he warns.

CONSIDERABLE RESISTANCE

SEPARATE HOSPITALS IMPRACTICAL 


In most sections of the country it 
is not practical to provide separate in 
stitutions for the care of infantile paral 
ysis. Therefore, facilities in general 
hospitals should be available for care 
of this type of patient. Risk involved 
in admission of poliomyelitis patients 
cannot be considered as appreciable 
It is generally recognized that the 
over-all incidence of infantile paral- 
ysis by geographic areas is low, and 
that the secondary attack rate is even 
lower. Only rarely does one encoun 
ter institutional or group outbreaks of 
the disease. The risk to staff personnel 
and to other patients is considerably 
greater from certain other diseases, 
such as the hidden case of tuberculosis, 
or the developing cases of acute com 
municable disease which may be ad 
mitted during the incubation period 
Even pneumonia may be looked upon 
as offering greater risk than does infan- 
tile paralysis

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HE preliminary work on Women’s 

Hospital, Flint, Mich., was done 
in the summer and fall of 1946. The 
site is located on the western edge of 
Flint and slopes from south to north 
overlooking a public park to the north 
east. What appeared to be a difficult 
slope to handle and plan turned out to 
be the determining factor and the basis 
of the organization of the plan. 

It was possible to place the out 
patient department on the south with 
a grade entrance at an upper level and 
to have the main entrance come in at 
grade level one story lower; thus, the 
second floor of the hospital proper 
lined up with the first floor of the out- 
patient department 

The diagnostic facilities of the x-ray 
and therapy departments and the labo 
ratory were placed on the second floor 
of the hospital, in a connecting wing 
thus, they are located in the center of 
the inpatient load and immediately 
adjacent—on the same floor—with the 
outpatient department 

Patient nursing units were originally 
designed two to a floor, but in a 
planned reduction in the size of the 
hospital they were reduced to one unit 
per floor. The plan concentrates serv- 
ices as much as possible, adapting a 
modified parallel service type of unit 
Travel distances are shortened: the 
average travel from nurses’ station to 
patient rooms is 36 feet, figured from

All these, however, are beneath the 
surface. Few patients, if any, will 
spontaneously and immediately tell 
what disturbs them; many could not 
even if they would. Their fears, their 
insecurities, anxieties, Worries Or susp!- 
cions are their own—at least until 
they can be unearthed by a friendly 
and sympathetic physician or social 
worker. But, since these emotions are 
present, they do affect people. And 
they frequently do so by making them 
withdraw into themselves, by making 
confused, 


them irritable, 


demanding or even threatening. It is 


ageressiv e, 


these superficial expressions of deeply 
seated emotions which the admitting 
othcer must comprehend if she is to be 
neither disconcerted nor antagonized 
This understanding is only rarely in- 
stinctive; years of experience and will 
ingness to learn and be taught are 
almost invariably necessary 

The attitudes struck by patients are 
not the only things to be learned 
Almost and possibly just as important 
are the purposes and technics of the 
interview. What the admitting officer 
seeks to learn depends upon the hos 
teach 


pital: whether it is a so-called 


ing institution, a research institute, 
a hospital for patients with long-term 
illness, or with mental disease, and so 
on. It depends upon whether the pa 
tient is referred by a staff physician 
and comes prepared for admission to 


private facilities or is referred by the 


outpatient department and is able to 


pay, if at all, for only ward care. It 
depends upon whether the patient re 
quires immediate hospitalization tor 
an emergency or hospitalization in the 
future for an elective operation 

However, since both inpatient and 
outpatient department physicians are 
usually well acquainted with hospital 
policy concerning the types of disease 
admitted, the bulk of “admission” con 
sists of the determination of financial 
suitability 

In order to do her job well and 
justly, the admitting officer must 
neither permit the patient to pour out 
his heart without end nor allow herself 
the luxury of asking factual questions 
brusquely or curtly. She must limit 
her goals and hold to her restricted 
function. She must quickly establish 
i friendly relationship between herself 


and the patient, and create confidence 


in the hospital as well as herself. The 
technic she uses will, of course, vary 
from patient to patient, but the varia- 
tions will be variations on a single 
theme. She must be, and not merely 
pretend to be, interested in the patient 
and in what he has to say 

The admitting officer must be 
friendly, not overhearty in greeting or 
manner. (The pa- 
tient’s surest response to that sort of 
attitude is, “What does she care? She's 
Pretense, especially in an 
interview, is readily discovered.

sion or precipitate a renewal of the 
symptoms of a quiescent ulcerative co- 
litis.

CONCEAL FINANCIAL STATUS 

The admitting officer must realize 
that the patient will frequently conceal 
his true financial status in the belief, 
mistaken or not, that it may prejudice 
his chances for admission. She must, 
therefore, learn to evaluate every an- 
swer in the light of all others. Some 
patients may inflate their income, out 
of fear lest they be turned away if 
they cannot pay full rates without bor- 
rowing. Such a misrepresentation will 
be uncovered by a general knowledge 
of the average income which the pa- 
tients occupation yields and a rather 
detailed knowledge of _ residential 
neighborhoods and housing conditions 

Others may minimize or even be- 
little their income. This type of deceit 
usually requires more than knowledge 
of occupation, incomes or neighbor- 
hoods to be corrected; one gets a “feel 
for this sort of thing

And she 
must remember at all times and in all 
places that everything she learned in 
the interview, even the very fact of 
the interview itself, must never be 
disclosed; its confidences must remain 
inviolate

EXPECT SOME PAYMENT 

Many hospitals expect their ward 
patients to pay for at least some of 
their care unless they live within care- 
fully drawn zones, though many will 
accept free patients living outside these 
areas if they are “unusually good teach- 
ing material.” Still others require that 
ward patients, except in emergencies, 
be referred by staff physicians—a prac- 
tice which encourages the sick poor 
(even the truly medically indigent) to 
pay private fees to gain admission. 

Some ward patients coming to the 
admitting office are thus automatically 
eliminated; they never really get as 
far as the interview. From those who 
do, the admitting officer seeks first a 
whole set of data concerning the pa- 
tient: full name, maiden name (if 
any), address, telephone number, date 
of birth, marital status, sex, birthplace, 
nationality, race, religion, name of re- 
ferring and attending physician, name, 
address and telephone number of near- 
est relative or friend and date of pre- 
vious admissions to the hospital and 
occupation

As a matter of fact, all policies re 
lating to admissions should be in writ 
ing and might well be gotten together 
into a “Precedent Book. 

Despite the time and extracurricular 
effort which must be expended in its 
preparation, such a book is well worth 
while.

SHOULD IMPROVE CARE 

A precedent book, containing this 
or similar information, is written pri- 
marily for the admitting officer. It 
will, if used properly, reduce to a 
minimum the number of decisions left 
to the judgment of a single individual, 
frequently an untested appointee who 
might act on the whim of the moment 
rather than ask questions of a superior 
It should aim, like everything else in 
the hospital, at the only goal a hos- 
pital may have: improving the care 
given the patient. 

Its basic philosophy was described 
more than 700 years ago by Moses 
Maimonedes, the Jewish physician- 
philosopher at the Court of the Sultan 
Saladin—and by Walt Whitman, the 
American Poet of the Nineteenth Cen- 
tury 

For Maimonedes said 
“In the Sufferer let me see only the 

Human Being.’ 

And Whitman wrote 
Underneath all, individuals 
I swear nothing is good to me now 

that ignores individuals.’

Inasmuch as it has always been the 
policy of Beth Israel Hospital to fos- 
ter better community health by means 
of preventive as well as therapeutic 
measures, the hospital promised its 
complete cooperation. At a series of 
conferences, the physician and the ad- 
ministrator of the hospital formulated 
a procedure which, by employing the 
diagnostic facilities and the personnel 
of the hospital, would most effectively 
carry out the program

Progress toward this 
goal will be proportionate to the vi- 
sion, understanding and cooperation of 
leaders in the hospital field through 
the intelligent interpretation and ap- 
plication of the sound fundamentals 
of a good licensure program 

Unfortunately, the term “licensure 
has a connotation which is objection- 
able to some people. This feeling is 
frequently more pronounced in the 
case of professional people who are 
justly proud of their codes of ethics 
As a result, additional regulations are 
sometimes resisted, either actively or 
passively, on the basis that they are 
innecessary and not for the best inter 


ests of the professions concerned 


LICENSURE IS DESIRABLE 


It is the general consensus that hos 
pital licensure is desirable as evidenced 
by the leadership and active support 
of the American Hospital Association 
in the passage of hospital licensure 
laws throughout the country. It would 


appear in many instances that the 
benefits of licensure have not been ade- 
quately evaluated to show the concrete 
benefits that accrue to the hospitals 
Therefore, a clear understanding by 


everyone concerned is necessary in 
order to fain the support that 1s essen-

Works for the Hospital

Let us examine, for a moment, the 
purpose of hospital licensure as stated 
in the model hospital licensing act 
recommended by the Council of State 
Governments and other interested asso 
ciations and groups. This model has 
been used by many states as a guide 
in the drafting of licensure laws. Sec- 
tion 2, Purpose, reads “The purpose 
of this Act is to provide for the de- 
velopment, establishment and enforce 

(1) for the care

Stated simply, licensure is designed 
to improve patient care in hospitals. 
There is nothing new or startling in 
this statement. Those individuals who 
have chosen a career in hospitals usual- 
ly have not done so for the purpose 
of personal gain and aggrandizement. 
There are surely pleasanter fields from 
the standpoint of financial return and 
hours of work but probably none in 
which there is greater personal satis- 
faction. It is gratifying to note that 
the countrywide pattern of hospital 
licensure is predicated upon the render- 
ing of a service to the hospitals so 
they can better discharge their respon- 
sibilities to the patient and community 

The background of experience in 
the over-all licensure program is rather 
limited, making it difficult to state 
categorically just how the program can 
best be carried on and what specific 
benefits may be derived from it. For 
a number of years many states have 


U.S. Public Health Service 


carried on a licensure program for 
maternity hospitals and homes. The 
standards and regulations developed 
for these programs were concerned 
chiefly with the maternity service and 
features of the physical plant. While 
some appreciable advances have been 
made, the programs were limited in 
scope when viewed in the light of 
what is today considered to be an ade 
quate hospital licensure program. It 
is only within the past several years 
that some states have extended their 
licensing laws to encompass the gen- 
eral and special hospitals, together with 
such related institutions as nursing, 
chronic and convalescent homes. 


AN EDUCATIONAL TOOL 


In most states emphasis is properly 
placed on the use of the regulations 
as an educational tool rather than the 
arbitrary exercise of state authority. 
In the case of related licensure pro- 
grams, they have been most effective 
when the public and the administra- 
tors of the activities being regulated 
had an understanding and desire for 
the benefits of regulations. It is clear- 
ly evident that the licensure programs 
have not been initiated as a means to 
develop a new source of revenue for 
the respective states. In those instances 
where a licensure fee is being levied, 
the income is in no way adequate to 
support the program. The chief ad- 
vantage attributed to a fee for license 
is that it tends to attach a somewhat 
greater significance to the license 

It should be realized that licensure 
laws impose limitations on both the 
establishment being regulated and the 
administering authority. This feature

An accurate record is kept of Tom- 
my’s progress, so that transfusions and 
other treatments can be given if nec- 
essary. Because there is such a slight 
increase in weight for the first weeks, 
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scales register the weight in grams 
The weight shows accurately the prog- 
ress the infant is making 

Bathing the baby takes place when 
his condition warrants it. Until that 
time he can only be cleansed with oil. 
This cleansing must be done carefully 
and gently as the premature is highly 
susceptible to any sort of infection. 
Epidemics of diarrhea and impetigo 
are easily started in a premature ward 
and steps must be taken for their 
prevention. 

While all of these modern technics 
of care have been applied to little 
Tommy Johnson, the parents have 
been able to follow, in general, what 
has been done for him. They have 
frequently visited the hospital, and, 
watching procedures through the pre- 
mature ward's large window, have seen 
the baby fed, bathed and weighed. 

Now Tommy is one month old, 
weighs five pounds, and is getting 
ready for a big event in his life's his- 
tory. He has already been moved out 
of the incubator to a bassinet. He now 
goes into a “discharge nursery” where 
he has a chance to meet his parents 
for the first time, without any trouble- 
some pane of glass between them. 

The discharge room is important. It 
is the training ground, where Mr. and 
Mrs. Johnson can learn how to care 
for Tommy under the supervision of 
the same nurses who have cared for 
him up to this point 

With Tommy in her arms, Mrs. 
Johnson is a little fluttery. 

‘Am | holding him all right? Is 
there danger from my breathing in 
his face?” she asks. 

The nurse reassures her, showing 
her how to cuddle Tommy a little 
more gently 

On the next trip, by prearrange- 
Mrs. Johnson actually bathes 
Tommy; although comes 
through the experience a little breath- 


ment, 
and she 
lessly, she feels new confidence when 
she gets through. 

After a few days, Mrs. Johnson has 
been given enough information and 
has had enough actual experience so 
that all when 
Tommy, bundled up, is handed to her 
and Mr. Johnson for his trip home. 

Mr. Johnson, himself, has learned 
enough so that Tommy is no stranger 
to him and he knows that he can give 
him care, too—when it’s necessary 


she feels no fears at 


As a matter of fact, Tommy is now 
approaching the point where he can 
be treated almost as a normal baby. 
But the precautions his parents have 


learned will reinforce his chances of 
normality and good growth. 

The situation for Tommy and his 
parents is considerably better than it 
might have been years ago, not only 
from the standpoint of scientific tech- 
nics but from the social standpoint as 
well. In Colonial America, under the 
strict, sometimes harsh, Puritan rule a 
mother giving birth to a premature 
child was considered a sinner by the 
community and was severely punished. 

There are a number of causes of pre- 
mature birth of a child, the chief one 
being lack of prenatal care. Improper 
nutrition is also known to cause pre- 
maturity. Therefore, there is a much 
greater percentage of premature births 
among persons who cannot afford the 
diet which is needed for normal em- 
bryonic Doctors are 
stressing especially the fact that cases 
of prematurity can be diminished, if 
not almost completely done away with 
in time, through adequate diet and 


development. 


good prenatal care 

Accidents are also a cause of pre- 
maturity. Often, after a mother has 
been subjected to the jar and shock of 
a minor accident, premature birth will 
take place without any injury or dis- 
figurement of the baby. 


NO CRITERION FOR FAILURE 

Prematurity is not a criterion for 
failure to develop later in life. There 
is absolutely no basis for the thought 
held by some that premature babies 
develop into thin, undernourished or 
less intelligent individuals than normal 
babies. 

Approximately five out of every 100 
babies are born prematurely so prema- 
ture nurseries have a fairly constant 
flow of new babies to tend. The need 


for premature care is determined not 
so much by the month in which the 
baby is born as it is by his weight 
Hence, a baby born in the ninth month 
but weighing less than 5! pounds, 
(the standard division between prema- 


ture infants and normal babies), is 
called premature. 

Courses similar to the one being 
taught at Wayne are constantly im- 
proving the care given to premature 
infants and thereby removing some 
of the fears which were formerly at- 
tached to having a premature baby. 
The security fostered by such pro- 
grams is a boon to all the Mr. and 
Mrs. Johnsons of today. They can rest 
assured that adequate care minimizes 
the risks their baby ran through put- 
ting in an early appearance

GRADE OF PAPER IMPORTANT 


Paper is a constant expense to a 
hospital. The grade that is used is a 
big factor in Carrying on an ethcient 
department. If certain forms or re- 
ports are not to be preserved for a 


long period, the lasting quality of the 


paper need not be considered. If the 
sheet is to be kept permanently, only 
If, however, 


the best should be used 
the record is to be microfilmed, the 
quality of the paper selected should 
be determined by whether a pen, pen- 
cil or typewriter will be used 

The matter of filing space may deter- 
mine the type to be used. A 20 pound 
stock has three-fourths more thickness 
than has the 16 pound sheet. This 
means that 250 sheets per filing inch 
of the 20 pound stock would be used 
as compared with 333 sheets per inch 
of the 16 pound. This same principle 
holds in card filing.® 

New forms are coming on the mar- 
ket on which several types of services, 
such as the anesthesia record and oper- 
ative report, can be combined for use 
in the smaller hospital. On certain 
obstetrical records used in nonteaching 
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hospitals some sections are condensed 
and others are eliminated. If a record 
librarian has a duplicating machine 
at her disposal, she can work out sev- 
eral forms, run them off on the ma- 
chine, and then have the one found 
to be most satisfactory printed. It is 
interesting to note how much easier 
it is to get doctors to fill out forms 
if all the questions are on one sheet 
instead of two or three. 

The folders or envelopes used for 
holding charts are often purchased in 
a rather hit and miss fashion. These, 
like the material on which the chart 
is printed, should be durable. Whether 
the folders or the envelopes are used, 
the same point must be considered 
The wood pulp of northern pine is said 
to make the best paper and has the 
longest life." 

Every record department needs vari 
ous indexes to maintain its efficiency. 
The four most used are the patients’, 
operative, disease and physicians’. The 
system used for keeping these is the 
choice of the record librarian, the ad- 
ministrator, and the medical statf, but 
it is the record librarian who can tell 
which method is the most advan- 
tageous to her hospital. 

If there is plenty of room, the vis- 
ible or vertical index equipment is 
excellent, but if space and money are 
limited, looseleaf notebooks are a good 
substitute. It is know the

CAN BUILD A CABINET 


Some medical record rooms have 
closets or special places in which sta 
tionery and other materials are kept 
readily accessible between the times 
when requisitions are sent to the stock 
room; others are not so fortunate.

age in small hospitals varies all 
the way from full protection to “token 
insurance’ that must be considered 
inadequate, a small hospital forum on 
the subject of insurance would indi 
cate.

There can be no question of the 
public relations value in extending this 
consideration and cooperation to the 
business concerns, insurance com- 
panies, and thousands of individuals 
who have commercial group hospital 
insurance. It is difficult to explain to 
an individual who has had the fore- 
sight to provide for hospital insurance 
and who has been paying premiums 
for such protection that he cannot 
apply the benefits on his hospital bill. 
It is estimated that somewhere between 
three and five million dollars a year is 


paid out in benefits by the commercial 
insurance companies in the Chicago 
metropolitan area 

Although, under our present eco- 
nomic conditions, hospitals have not 
encountered any unusual difficulty in 
their collections, it is not inconceivable 
that the time may come when the 
assignment of benefits will be most 
welcome. It is expected that the indi- 
vidual who has such insurance will be 
allowed to apply the benefits through 
an assignment, in lieu of the cash 
advance deposit or as an application 
on the total bill, at the time of dis- 
charge. 

The question arises, naturally, as to 
how long hospitals will have to wait 
before receiving payment on the as- 
signment. Any prolonged delay, in 
consideration of the constantly increas-

public with the true facts. For at this 
point the public does not know. It has 
no definite information on which to 
estimate the extent to which govern- 
ment should assume responsibility for 
its medical care or to judge what 
its effects might be 

Too frequently the hospital trustee 
has been chosen for his ability to 
render some specific service—to sup- 
ply legal counsel, to give financial 
advice, to assist in maintenance prob- 
lems, to provide the answer to engi- 
neering difficulties. He has been en- 
couraged to become involved in 
administrative details, when instead he 
should have been studying the over-all 
picture, analyzing trends in hospital 
and medical care, participating in leg- 
islative issues, delving into regional 
and state planning, all the while inter- 
preting his findings to the public and 
developing a vast army of supporters 
of free enterprise in hospital and medi- 
cal aftairs 

Some extenuation for the trustees 
intervention in administrative details 
in the past may be attributed to lack 
of competent management. Formerly 
no one estimated the requirements of 
hospital administration. There were 
no standards by which to judge. Sens- 
ing insecurity on the part of his 
administrative officer, the trustee took 
over in varying degrees 

Today that need no longer exists 
Through the activities of the Amer- 
ican College of Hospital Administra- 
tors, the American College of Sur- 
geons, and the American Hospital As- 
sociation, we are assured competent 
operation. Hospital administration is 
now recognized as a profession 


Let the trustee then fulfill his pri- 
mary function of providing a proper 
administrator for his institution and, 
having done so, permit that individual 
to run it. Significant is it to note in 
certain instances the replacement of 
the appellation “superintendent” by 
the prefix “executive vice president,” 
denoting true executive power. Yet, 
it was not too far back that the ad- 
ministrator was not permitted to at- 
tend board meetings 


AUTHORITY IS DIVIDED 


It has been said, and truthfully, that 
our hospitals are loosely run, with 
authority divided in many instances 
among trustees, administrators and 
medical staff. If hospitals represent the 
big business we like to talk about, 
let's have trustees who act like big 
businessmen, not petty officers. Let 
them exercise their talents on the big 
issues and not concern themselves with 
electric bulb snatching. Let thern truly 
lead and not block, interfere or harass 
Should the trustee become suspicious 
that all is not well within the areas 
of administrative practice, let him 
obtain professional counsel and not 
toy with the delusion that he knows 
the answers. 

Suppose we look farther into the so 
called “big issues” in which the trustee 
should engage. What are they? 

Maximum service to the public 
under voluntary auspices implies 
greater attention by the trustee to med 
ical affairs. Too often his attitude has 
been one of “hands off.” It is only 
within the past few years that the 
importance of closer accord between 
trustees and medical staff members has 
been recognized. Fortunately, we now

tatic carcinoma. Ethinyl estradiol may 
be employed to good advantage in the 
treatment of prostatic Carcinoma 
Vitamin E. The need of vitamin E 
for the maintenance of pregnancy in 
rats has been known since the original 
observations of Evans and Bishop in 
1922. However, after more than a 
quarter of a century of research the 
mechanism of its action and the role 
of vitamin E in /wman nutrition and 
therapy remain poorly understood. Un- 
fortunately, there has recently been 
considerable publicity in the lay press 
regarding certain experimental uses of 
vitamin E. Such premature publicity 
is deplorable, not only because it may 
raise false hopes in the mind of the 
layman, but also because it is doubtful 
if news editors will devote as much 
space and publicity in the future to 
carefully controlled studies which may 
fail to confirm the original reports 
There now appears to be good evi 
dence obtained by R. S. Finkler and 
several other authors confirming the 
report of Christy and indicating the 
ethcacy of vitamin E in treatment of 
menopausal symptoms. The average 
dose used by Finkler was 30 mg. alpha 
tocopherol acetate per day in divided 
doses which gave varying degrees ot 
benefit to 71 per cent of 66 meno- 
pausal women. Placebo medication was 
without beneficial effect. It should be 


noted that Finkler used alpha to- 


copherol acetate. Alpha tocopherol is 
the most active of the tocopherols and 
the acetate ester gives it stability. The 
material is effective by mouth and in 
terms of biological activity is probably 
more economical than mixtures of to- 
copherols. Alpha tocopherol acetate 
may therefore be used as a substitute 
for estrogens in those menopausal pa 
tients who have a familia! or personal 
history of malignancy and for whom 
estrogen therapy is contraindicated 


THERAPY 

The multiplicity of estrogenic prepa 
rations is matched only by the claims 
for indications for their use. As a gen 
eral rule, it is well to remember that 
estrogen therapy replaces or substi 
tutes for ovarian function and does not 
stimulate such activity. It is thus logi 
cal to use estrc gens in the treatment of 
certain types of hypo-ovarian function, 
such as the menopause (natural or 
surgical) and selected cases of hypo- 
genitalism.

It should not go 
above the average cost for the same 
period of the previous year unless 
there is some unavoidable reason, such 
as a higher food price scale generally. 
It is also the duty of the dietitian to 
see that the food costs are as low as 
possible without the food's being of 
such a quality that it is not eaten and 
therefore does not meet the maximum 
requirements of the patient 

Menu planning in a chronic disease 
hospital such as a tuberculosis sana- 
torium means producing a menu that 
meets the nutritional needs of the pa- 
tients: satisfies their need for variety in 
meals; provides meals which are at 
tractive in color, flavor and texture 
stays within the allotted budget, and 
continues to keep a level average cost 
per person per meal 

The dietitian’s duty in a chronic dis 
ease hospital is to contribute materially 
to the patients’ recovery; to show them 
the results of good food habits, and to 
make their long stay as happy as pos- 
sible under the circumstances. These 
aims can be accomplished if the dieti 
tian plans attractive and varied menus 
and constantly keeps her objectives in

flour, bread and other cereal foods, a 
little less sugar, and a fourth less fats 
Breaking down the figures on fats 
shows that the Minneapolis-St. Paul 
households used almost four times as 


much butter, while they used only 


two-fifths as much margarine and a 


fourth as much lard

HE development and application 

of the heat pump has caught the 
public fancy during the past few years 
as a mysterious device that obtains heat 
from “cold.” As a result, applications 
have been made to many residential 
and commercial heating installations, 
ranging in size from equipment using 
’ connected h.p. to as much as 550 h.p 

Probably because of the paradoxi 
cality of obtaining heat from “cold, 
interest in the heat pump has far ex 
ceeded that reasonably warranted in 
view of the limitations attending its 
application. 

The heat pump seems paradoxical 
only because of common misconcep

the heat pump, using well water as its 
source, was applied. In this applica- 
tion, the cooling requirements were as 
high as those for heating. Values at 
the left are in equivalent tons of refrig- 
eration, roughly comparable to re- 
quired horsepower. 

Operating costs for heating only are 
proving from 30 to 35 per cent lower 
than those available with district 
steam, used normally in other down- 
town Portland buildings. A material 
portion of the heating load is accom 
plished with waste chilled water and 
heat recovered from exhaust air. Fur 
ther, inasmuch as the internal areas of 
the building require cooling at all sea 
sons of the year, heat is available as a 
by-product. This low temperature heat 
is used to temper outside air employed 
tor ventilation when the outside tem 
perature is below 50° F 

This ability of the heat pump to 
recover heat from substances normally 
such as hot water or

Heat pump applications have the 
advantages of providing clean, odor 
less, sootless heating with no waste 
products, and no lag. When cooling 
is required, a saving will be made 
over a boiler installation if controls 
are not too complicated. When cool- 
ing is required, space saving will result 
if a boiler is contemplated in addition 
An outstanding advantage of the heat 
pump is the possibility of recovery 
and use of waste heat, such as that 
contained in exhaust ventilation air 

Disadvantages of the heat pump lic 
in its greater first cost if cooling is 
not required; infeasibility if electrical 
rates are 1.5 cents per kilowatt hour 
or greater; limitations of temperatures 
that restrict its use to central air heat 
ing, unit heaters, unit ventilators, or 
panel type of heating; more painstaking

detailed engineering; more expensive 
and complex control systems because 
of close temperature tolerances, and 
problems with respect to suitable heat 
sources 

Where the cost of power is sufficiently 
low to result in operating costs appre 
ciably lower than with use of standard 
fuels, the heat pump should find prac 
tical application in many institutions 
particularly for auditoriums, other 
spaces having large ventilation loads, 
and swimming pools. Under similar 
conditions, institutional use of the heat 
pump should find extension in south 
ern climates to administration and 
other buildings as well 

An example of institutional applica 
tion of the heat pump is a central 
heating plant of the Swiss Federal In 
stitute of Technology at Zurich, which 
employs some 2000 connected h.p. and 
Limmat

fifteen years ago, this plant heats some 
142 buildings, including eighty-five 
private structures, and is the largest

Practicability of the heat pump must 
be established separately for each pro 


posed application with basic consid 


eration of the heat source, its cost, the 
heating and cooling loads, and costs of 
available energy. Load analysis curves, 
such as figures 2 and 3, must be used
